Berlin, Jan. 31 (by wireless)—Germany has transmitted a new note to the United States Govern- 


ment. 


The note refers to the President’s recent speech before the Senate. 


The note was handed to J ames W. Gerard, the American ambassador, and reads: 
‘Your excelSency had the kindness to communicate on the 22nd of this month the message which 


the President of the United States, on the sarne day, addressed to the American Senate. 


The imperial 


government took knowledge of the contents: of the message with the earnest intention which is becom- 
ing to the explanatioris of the President, in spired by his sense of responsibility. 

‘It affords her great satisfaction to state that the general lines af his remarkable manifestations 
in the widest sense agree with the princi) sles and wishes of Germany and her allies. To these belong in 
the x‘jrst place the rigiit of self-governmen/. and the equal rights of all nations, Recognizing this prin- 
ciple, Germany would gladly welcome it ‘if nations like Ireland and India, which do not enjoy the bless- 


ings of 2n independerit state, should now’ obtain liberty.

Work is Carried Out With Clock- 
Like Precision—Constantly 
Harrass Enemy 


Berlin, Jan. 31, via London—Ger- 
have been busv at trench raiding. A 
licutenant from the west front who 
reached London to-dev wave graphic 
details of recent enterprises of this 
sort “These raids,” he said, “are 
earried out with clock-work — preci- 
sion. They are often rehearsed sev- 
eral times before a certain part ¢ 
the line has been selected and the 
wire entanglements ent by working 
parties, In a great many cares the 
raiders possess a snapshot of the 
trench, taken by airmen, 

“Before crawling across to the en- 
emy trench care is taken to cast off 
all shiny accoutrement. The faces and 
hands of the raiders are blackened 
with burnt cork If the sentries are 
half asleep thev are bumped off be- 
fore they can say ‘Jack Robinson.’ 
Bombs are thrown in the dug-outs 
and a prompt exit made with a cou- 
ple of prisoners. The latter is a very 
important factor, because the raids 
are made with a view to obtaining in- 
formation from the enemy. 

Parties See Each Other, 


“At other times both sides have 
working parties at night in No Man's 
Land, It very often happens that 


the parties see each other and you 
would perhaps think there would be 
something doing right there and 
thén. No chance; each party carries 
on its nocturnal work without hin- 
dering the other The working par- 
ties re in a hurry to get through and 
get back behind the sandbags 

“Our machine gunners do a lot of 
firing at night, working in parties of 
two, Oohe map looking over the para- 
pet fires the gun as he sees fit, while 
the other keeps refilling the empty 
magazines, T tired as much as fif- 
teen hundred shots in a night last 
week. 

Many Bavonet Wounds, 

“An enterprising German patrol 
surrounded o®e of our bombing posts 
in an isolated purt of the line. There 
were only two bombers holding it 
and ohne was taken prisoner. He had 


eight or nine bayonet wounds when 
found, 
“The enemy leaves us great en- 


couragement and inspiration by these 
actions, They will reach their own 
boundaries in due time. What we 
must do is to keep them where they 
are, holding all the line they have 
row and with lone lines of communi- 
cation. If the line became shortened, 
is it would if they were pushed back, 
that would be w great help to the 
Germans, Gradually we will discover 
what parts of the line they are hold- 
ing thinly/ and we can ewoop down 
on them and take booty and prison- 
ers, By constantly harrassing the 
enemy and giving them no rest we | 
will be doing the best service.”

President Pener, of the National League, has had the courage of 
his convictions, coming out boldly with the announcement that he is 
in favor of two radical changes in baseball rules which will mean that 
base hits will be more frequent in the grand old game. His suggestions 
are that a batter be given free transportation to first bAse when three 
balls are called instead of as at present; and that the home plate should 
be made an inch wider, The proposition, coming as it does from an old 
baseball player as well as the president of the oldest of the major lea- 
gues, will certainly carry a lot of weight, and will probably be adopted, 
The first of the two new radical changes will mean more runs per 
me, and also more hits, as the pitchers will have to put ‘em over 
more regularly. When the count stands two and two, the piteher will 
have to put it across the plate, instead of taking a chance of cutting the 
corners as at present. The widening of the plate by one inch will some- 
what soothe the feelings of the irate moundmen who even now feel 
that the batters have the advantage in the rules. With the plate an 
inch wider, the umps will be able to call some strikes which now just 
cut the corners, 


This change in the rules is the first big difference that has been 
made—if it is made as ner suggests—s nee the foul-strike rule went 
into effect. It's not beyond the memory ot even the younger fans when 
the batter had three swats at the ball. If he fouled it, then it didn't 
count either way. Then the change was made that fouls should count as 
strikes until the count was two strrkes against the batter. This was a 
change in favor of the pitchers. But pitching has improved so much 
that the balance of power has turned until the twirlers have the edge, 
No hit games have been more frequent each year While from a 
strictly baseballical viewpoint, few hits make good baseball, still the 
fans like to hear the bats crack against the cover of the ball, and like 
to see the runners crossing the home plate.
